erjeetaad that^he old Board were then 
working under the new charter. 
The 
<oM Board Ihen went to work and ap- 
pemted'the tiew officers as provided 
i b the tocfw charter. 
When the new 
Board took their seats they protested 
against the appointments made by the 
old Board, claiming that the appoint­ 
ments belonged to the new Board 
A 
test case was then taken to the Su­ 
perior Court, which sat in banc on 
Saturday last, and the Superior Judges 
decided that the new charter could 
not take effect until the officers under 
it weffe elected and qualified, conse­ 
quently the old Board were working 
tnKdet'tne old charter and any act of 
theirs Wider the new charter was void.

WICKED SAN FRANCISCO.

Ssc. 
3 8 3 9 of the Political Code reads as 
follows: 


EVeVy mall inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indiana, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


S E C . 
3 8 4 6 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll . 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of*an» 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name o{ any person in his employ, or who 
in way manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of Ms'deputies in the collection df the Stdte 
Poll Tix, is guilty of a misdemeanor, rfnd 
liable to a fine of $ 5 0 0 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and 1m- 
priSOtrnVent. 


Only those persons under twenty-one ol 
over sixty years of age nre exSmpt. Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

VI8IT TO T H E ESCURIAL. 


Tha Great Structure Erected by Order of 
Fhlllp I I of Spain. 


The Escurial, built by Philip II be­ 
tween 1663 and 1684, was called "the 
eighth wonder of the world)" - says a 
special correspondent of the Boston Her­ 
ald. It was at once a temple, a palace, 
a treasury, a tomb and a museum. That 
is to say, all these were inoluded in the 
huge building which Philip erected on 
the slope of a spur of the Gfoadarama 
range, 89 miles northwest of Madrid. 
The builder's object was to carry out the 
of his father, Charles V, by con­ 
ing a royal burial place, and also 
to "fulfill a TOW he had made during the 
battle..of S t Quentin, when he im­ 
plored the aid of 8 t Lorenzo, on whose 
day (Aug. 10, 1667) the battle was 
fought. 


The edifice stands about 8,000 feet 
above the sea, facing the mountains,with 
its back toward Madrid. It is a rectangu­ 
lar parallelogram, 740 feet from north to 
south, and 680 from east to west On 
the east side is an advanced portico 
which breaks the facade. This gave rise 
to the vulgar impression that Philip's 
idea was to make the building in the 
shape of a gridiron, an allusion to the 
manner of St. Lorenao's martyrdom, he 
having been broiled to death on a slow 
fire in the reign of the Boman Emperor 
Valantianus, A. D. 861. There seems 
to be no other ground for the fanciful 
. invention. 


The building covers 600,000 square 
feet of land, or nearly 12 acres. It has 
16 courtyards, 86 staircases, 16 clois­ 
ters, 88fountains and 8,000 feet of paint­ 
ed fresco. The church, which occupies 
leas than a sixth of the whole space, is 
880 feet long, 880 feet wide and 830 feet 
high to the top of the cupola. The re­ 
deeming qualities of the enormous struc­ 
ture are size, simplicity and situation. 
It seems to be a part of the mountain on 
the slope of which it rises. It still looks 
grand even among mountain buttresses. 
Otherwise, it disappoints. Its architec­ 
ture has little in form or color to com­ 
mend i t It lacks the prestige of antiq­ 
uity, and it does not express any reli­ 
gious sentiment It might be a vast man­ 
ufactory. Jts oold granite walls, blue 
slates, leaden roofs and small windows 
give it a commonplace appearance. 


Of course it is now little more than 
a skeleton of what it was. The living 
monks who swarmed in its courts are 
here no longer. The revenues on which 
they lived have been taken away. The 
French soldiers stole and carried away 
many of'ltd golden ornaments in 1808. 
Its best pictures have been removed to 
Madrid. The building has suffered from 
neglect, exposed to hurricanes and win­ 
ter snows. 
Better care has been taken 
of it in later years. It 1B now used as a 
seminary, where about 800 youths re- 
oaive a secular education.

PREHISTORIC CRIMEA.

Th* Karly Hlattwjrof the Bleak Fenlnanla 
Veiled I n Mystery. 


We halt at the evacuated city of an­ 
cient Kherson, remarkable for oariouM 
rock dwellings and tombs still contain­ 
ing the bones of early inhabitants, bnt 
•Whether of Tartar invader or Greek col­ 
onist, who shall say? Civilization and 
barbarism tread so closely on each other 
in the Crimea that historical traces cf 
the distant past often becomes oonfnsed 
beyond recognition. 


Crim Tartary, known to the ancient 
world as Chersonesns Taurica, possessed 
a legendary reputation many centuries 
before the Christian era, bnt the early 
history of the bleak and barren penin­ 
sula is veiled in the twilight of dream­ 
land and myth. Greek thought pictured 
the Chersonesns as a dark realm of mys­ 
tery and death, and the fancies of the 
early poets teemed with vivid imagery 
drawn from ftie inhospitable shores and 
savage cliffs washed by the stormy waves 
of the treacherous Eniine. 


Although the city of Sevastopol was 
bnilt on the supposed site of Kherson, 
when the Crimea was annexed to Russia 
in 1786 recent excavations show that 
the ancient town extended far inland. 
Sandy tracks seam the plain in every di­ 
rection around the rooky dwellings of 
the early Tori—baths, ovens and ois- 
terns honeycombed the granite founda­ 
tions, and the museum contains numer­ 
ous household utensils of earthenware 
and iron, together with the stone weap­ 
ons and flint arrowheads of primitive 
times. 


Rude carvings of disks and oiroles 
symbolize some forgotten eastern creed, 
buried too deeply in the dust of ages to 
be capable of excavation. Archaio sculp­ 
ture, Greek inscriptions and Roman 
brickwbrk suggest a melody of ideas, and 
we escape from the bewildering chronol­ 
ogy of ancient Kherson to the neighbor­ 
ing church of St Vladimir, a distinct 
landmark of one memorable epoch in 
Crimean history. The ancient sanctuary 
now forms the crypt of the brilliant ca­ 
thedral overhead, and the rugged sim­ 
plicity of the venerable church contrasts 
sharply with the elaborate ornament of 
the modern templa 


The black stone fount wherein the 
apostle of Russia baptized the first Tar­ 
tar converts to Christianity occupies the 
center of the shadowy crypt, the spot on 
which St. Vladimir stood being railed 
off and considered holy ground. 
Wild 
looking peasants, with matted hair and 
long beards, are kissing the jeweled 
icons iu the upper church, with much 
preliminary bowing and crossing. The 
uncouth aspect of these fervent worship­ 
ers shows that even in the nineteenth 
century Russia still hovers on the edge 
of barbarism. 


Close at hand lies the monastery of 
St 
George, hewn in a granite cliff 
which towers np perpendicularly from 
the Black sea Long tunnels lead to a 
labyrinth of cells and chapels, from 
whence flights of rocky steps emerge on 
the outside of the precipice, where ar­ 
butus clings to the narrow ledges and 
yellow broom trees wave in the winds. 


These impregnable strongholds were 
able to protect themselves from the 
fierce tri bes of wandering Tartars in the 
early days of Russian Christianity, and 
the monastery of St. George, rioh in leg­ 
ends of attack and defense, colored by 
the miracles of local saints, gains addi­ 
tional interest to English minds as Miss 
Nightingale's headquarters during the 
Crimean war. 


A brown frocked monk, with long 
gray curls and flowing beard, conducts 
us through the maze of rock tunnels. 
His brethren are in choir, and the weird 
chanting of the eastern church mingles 
with the eternal voice of the sea as it 
breaks into foam against the frowning 
cliff. Across the water, blue as molten 
lapis lazuli today, thousands of sea gulls 
fly in a white cloud to their home in the 
rooks, described as "the bird haunted 
headlands" even in the days of Eurip­ 
ides, who wove into his great drama, 
"Iphigenia inTauris," the wild scenery 
of this iron bound coast, with its fierce 
traditions of human sacrifice and bar­ 
baric- orgies. —London Society. 


W h y H e Unraveled His Stockings. 


The coolness and resources of the 
steeplejack were never better shown than 
in a case which happened in the north a 
'few years ago. A steeplejack had flown 
his kite over a chimney, and subsequent­ 
ly drawn himself up to the top. He was 
just beginning his inspection of tha 
work, when, by some mishap, he drop­ 
ped hjs rope, and was left, like St Simon 
Stylites, alone on his pillar. 
Attempts 
were made to fly another kite over him, 
bnt the wind had dropped. There were 
iron ladders inside the ohimney, bnt the 
fires would have had to be drawn, and 
the chimney let cool for hours. The 
steeplejack was then seen to unlace one 
of his boots, take off the long blue stock­ 
ing generally worn by workmen, and set 
to work carefully to unravel it, knotting 
the pieces of yarn together when neces­ 
sary. He then fastened a stone to the 
end, plumbed the depth, picked the oth­ 
er stocking to pieces, and added it to the 
first length of yarn, and let it down far 
enough to meet a tall ladder, from 
which he drew up, first a strong string, 
next a rope, and then, after completing 
his inspection of the chimney top, low­ 
ered himself to the ground.—London
